Reve to the north went by way of 
Susanville, and were sometimes, by 
reason of snow on the mountains, de- 
layed for weeks. The regular time 
was four days. Now, by the direct 
route, our mails reach the same points 
ia Surprise valley in thirty-six hours, 
and have been doing so, with no sio- 
gle instance of failure, since the estab- 


lishment of this route, July 1st, 1878. | 


This excellent mail service to Surprise 
valley has greatly increased the amount 
of mail matter sent over the route, and 
the people living beyond the present 
terminus desire to participate in the 
benefits. Several mail routes from the 
north, west and east converge at Like- 
view, in the north end of Geose Lake 
valley, Oregon. Lakeview is twenty- 
four miles north of Willow Ranch, the 
terminus of our direct reute. Willow 
Ranch is also in Goose Lake valley, 
sixteen miles west of Fert Bidwell, in 
the north end of Surprise valley. Thus 
the mail which reaches Fort Bidwell 
at 5 rp. m., arrives at Willow Ranch at 
7 p. m., and there that for the still fur- 
ther north waits two days before it is 
senton to Lakeview. The distance 
from Bidwell to Lakeview, as the mail 
new goes, is furty miles, and the time 
lost is two days. There isa good read 
directly north te Lakeview from Bid- 
‘well, which is only thirty miles dis- 
tant. Thus, were the part from Bid- 
well to Willow Ranch discontinued 
(and there is no reason why it should 
net be, since a branch now established 
from Cedarville to Alturas supplies 
the lecal wants), and the route from 
Reno to Bidwell extended to Lakeview 
the mails reaching Bidwell at 5 p. M. 
would arrive at Lakeview by 9 P. m. 
Arrived at Lakeview they would there 
be distributed by the other mail routes. 
We weuld then have a continuous 
mail line to the Dalles and all iater- 
mediate points. The supposition prev- 
alent at Washington, that the route 
via Susanville, in Lassen county, is 
available for this purpose, is entirely 
erreneous. Susanville is much too far 
west to serve our purposes, 
The snowy mountains te the nerth of 
Susanville are often impassable, and 
that route is altogether too devious 
and uoreliable. Did the pestoftice de- 
partment appreciate the nature of the 
two’ routes, there could be no bhesita- 
Mion in the choice. Special Agent 
Tracy could give the department val- 
uable and reliable information on this 
peint, as he has visited the localities. 
The fact is, there is but one good road 
always open, over which mail 
service to the north of Reno can be 
secured, That is the route from here 
to Bidwell to as it now runs, and 
thence by an extension to Lakeview. 
If any insuparable objection to this 
extension exists in the regulations of 
the department, then give us the daly 
on the reute as it now is. This, al- 
though it could be improved as sugges- 
ted, would be incomparably better than 
any ether route. Mails from Reno to 
Lakeview via the Girect line can be 
delivered in forty-eight hours regular- 
ly. On the same time the Dalles 
could be reached in abeut four days, 


and this made ene of the most impor- 
tant mailrouteson the coast. A 
daily service ou this route is required 
by the necessities of the country, and 
would be to us of incalcuable value.

AMERICA’S GREATNESS, 


Special payment caine so easily that 
the nation scarcely realizes that the 
happy day is really here. We were 
soused to seeing Canada, Australia, 
Mexico and every other scrub nation 
pwsing their paper abeve ours and 
so used to seeing values go down, 
down as our credit went up, dragging 
greeubacks up with it that we felt as 
if che screws were twisting too hard, 
and we had uaodertaken more than we 
were able, but the crisis is past and 
the change has proved a good one. An 
intelligent New Yorker writes as fol- 
lows: 

Last year witnessed in this country 
the end of a momentous struggle. 
Our expenditures during the four 
years of the rebellion amounted to 
over $4,000,000,000. Those of the 
OGuonfederates were nearly as large. 
Here was a war expenditure in feur 
years unparalieled in history. The 
rebel debt was, of ceurse, wiped eut 
by the suppression of the rebellion. 
But the $4,009,000,000 expended by 
the national government had to be 
met—every dollar. To make the sit- 
vation more difficult, private debts 
through the issue of paper money and 


the rage for speculation, had become | 


double what they would have been, 
had we been’ able tu conduct the war 
en a specie ba-is. 

Thirteen years ago, therefore, the 
problem presented to us for solution 
was to pay offa national debt, funded 
and floating, of $4,000,000,000, reduce 
the premium of gold, which at one 
time was at 230, down to par, and to 
centract by payment and cancellation 
the government nctes called greeu- 
backs until the number eutstanding 
should be nearly the same as the gold 
and silver in the natéonal treasury. 

This problem, toa nation not en- 
dowed with most extraordinary resour- 
Ces, and energy, and probity of char- 
acter, would have been impessible, 
except at the end of along term of 
years. But our people went at it with 
the same energy «und will that en- 
abled them to change a continent from 
a howling wilderness to a productive 
empire, and in plac? of Indian trails 
t» construct 30,000 miles of railway, 
besides cevering the country witha 
network of carriage reacs cnd sup- 
plementing the many thousand miles 
of navigable rivers with equally navi- 
gable canals. 

The Government began by levying 
a tax of $500,000,000 per year, dis- 
banding an army of a millien of men 
reducing expenditures ia every de- 
partment and applyiag all its surplus 
to the payment of its debts. The na- 
tion submitted to a financial treatment 
so rigorous that it might well be call- 
ed heroic. We paid taxes as no other 
nation ever did; our government econ- 
omized as no’ other government ever 

-did; eur financial officers administered 
‘the finances with an bonesty, faithful- 
pess, efficiency and wisdom that sel- 
dom, if ever. characterized the finan- 
cial officers of any other nation in like 
circumstances. 

To-day we enjoy the results of this 
thirteen years of Spartan endurance 
and will. Our national debt is re- 
daced to $2,000,000,000; the public 
eredit— which at the cluse of Buchan- 
an’s administration was so low that 
the government could not borrow 
reven $11,000,000 at lower rate than 
twelve per cent—can now obtain 
Ahondreds of millions at four per cent. 
‘The national treasury, which thirteen 
years ago was almost empty of silver 
and geld, to-day contains $225,000,- 
000;—more thah double .the amount 
held by the British gevernment and 
eres in their great depositery, the 

snk of England, and fast apps vach- 
ing the ameunt held by the French 
goveroment in the greatest depository 
ef the world, the bank of France.

That the 13 precincts in San Fran- 
cisco could change the result is not te 
be hoped. It is now nearly a sure 
thing that the new constitution is the 
law of the land.

THE NEW 


It is almost useless to speculate 
upen the effects of the great change 
which is to take place in Cualiforniass 
government on she first day of Janu- 
ary, 1880. We fee! as we have always 
felt that it was a most dangerous 
change and one likely to work great 
injuries te the State. There are so 
many eXperiments in it. Too many 
arbitrary changes. So many un- 
certain provisions, So many double 
meanings, and so many provisions of 
absolute injustice that its effect as a 
whole can bardly be good. Wheréas 
the men who had large interests at 
stake could possibly work them as 
‘they have put provisions which while 
opportunately homeless are snre to be 
used for their bonefit when the time 
comes. They did what was possible 
to secure themselves in case the paper 
was adopted and in many cases the 
result will be very severe npon the 
public. 

It seems likely that stuck specula- 
tions will be somewhat diminished 
and New York city may find her 
mining board more useful than at 
present. Nevada may also share in 
the business of the boards te 
some extent. If Reno had a 
population ef ten thousand, a good 
sized Loard could live off her, but it 
may be that her size saves her. We 
sincerely hope that the prophets of 
evil may prove to be false ones and 
that the constitution may preve better 
than it looks, and bring prosperity te 
eur neighbor. There are pleuty of 
evils which its friends claim it will 
correct. We have an idea that it 
would be a good thing for the Govern- 
orto appoint a day of fasting and 
prayer for the people to give it a bless- 
ing a$ it starts upon its important 
mission. 

The Silver State says we favor a 
protective tariff for iron, sugar, etc., 
but are not willing te allow legisla- 
tion in favor of silver. We would fa- 
ver a protective tariff on silver just as 
quick as on anything else. If silver 
cannot be preduced without help put 
on a tariff and let the government pay 
for her silver with the tariff added, 
then let her coin it into a dollar and it 
will pass readily in this country and 
put gold into the vaults of London 
and Frankfort banks. The =hole peo- 
ple of the United States will be pay- 
ing a premium te the rich men who 
own silver mines in this country, 
who will ride down the rest of us,

San Francisco, May 7.—The elec- | 


tion is proceeding quietly, but a heavy 
vote is being polled. No disturbances 
have thus far been reported. Up to 
half past 10, o’clock the total vote 
polled was about 1,700. All the in- 
dications are that the anti-constitu- 
tienists are far ahead. Among the 
foreign population in the northera 
portion of the city and along the 
waterfront there is an unexpected 
feeling in opposition te its adoptien. 
In the tenth and seventh wards, the 
strongholds of the Workiogmen, a 
large vote is being cast against the 
new document. In the upper portien 
of the city the vote is pretty :auch 
one way. The feeling among the op- 
ponents ef the new constitution is 
very confident, and it is claimed 
that the city will go against it by 10,- 
000 majority. Business is to a great 
extent suspended. The streets are 
thronged with people. The weather 
is foe, and everything is going aleng 
in the best possible shape. 

San Fraxctsco, May 7.—Every- 
thing is going on lively, but without 
disturbance. If reports coming in 
are half true the city is going head 
over heels against the new constitu- 
tion. The wards north of Market 
street are polling immente majorities 
against, while in the strong working- 
men's preciacts, south of Market, it is 
not far from even. Kearney violated 
the hundred-foot law by hurranguing 
acrewd on Leidesdorff street within 
the prescribed limits, wnen the special 
police, on the call of District Attor- 
ney Murphy, made a rush at the gang 
aud scexttered them like a flock of 
quail.

The attendance Wednesday night 
wus pot mvure than half as large 
as greeted Dr. McKenzie on the two 
previous evenings. After the opening 
exercises, the speaker arose and said 
he was sorry to sce such a slim atten- 
dance. He came among the people of 
Reno to assist them in getting rid of 
the dreadful curse of rum, and if the 
people did not wish him to continue 
his meetings he weuld go elsewhere, 
where he was needed and his efforts 
would be appreciated. Some people 
seem to think that to come forward 
and sign the pledge they were 
doing him an especial favor, whereas 
he was the enly one that was not bene- 
fitted. The doctor said although his 
subject was temperance, he was very 
different from the average temperance 
lecturer. He thought there were al- 
ready too many of that class of men 
in the field, and that they did more 
harm than good. He did not wish jo 
discuss the subject scientifically er 
statistically, but practically. His 
method was the establishing of 


- REFORM CLUBS 


for the prevention of cruelty to human 
beings. Such «club could be organ- 
ized which would furnish a place fer 
men who have no hemes to go tospend 
the evening, an at the same time be 
self sustaining. There should be a 
lunch room, a smoking room, a read- 
ing room and a billiard room connec- 
ted with it. If any man thinks there 
is ne @x iv a bar-room he den’t know 
anything about it. And the only way 
te keep men eut of such places is to 
furnish some other attraction, estab- 
lish some place where they can go and 
meet with the same seciability they 
find in a saloon. Peeple are to be 
weaned away froin these places, not 
driven. Rene has no place to 


OFFSET THE SALOONS, 


The speaker asked 0. who were 
in favor ef establishing sich an insti- 
tution to stand up. Only about 
twenty, arose to their feet. This was 
discouraging, and the speaker said he 
would not start with such a smal! 
number. If the people could not, or 
would vot, see what was for their ewn 
seme and were not willing to lend a 

elping hand in the mutter, that would 
end the ma'ter so far as he was con- 
cerned. He spoke of his success iv 
Virginia and Carson. Virginia City 
had the reputation ef being the wick- 
edest city in the Unien, but there are 
some Cities net near as large that need- 
ed reforming as much if not mere than 
Virginia. Duriog his short stay in Reno 
he had seen as many ill effects from 
drink ason the Comstock. After a few 
more remarks, in which he exhorted the 
citizens of Reno t# awake to their ter- 
rible sitvatien, another vote was taken 
and about seventy-five were counted. 
This was mvre encouraging, and he 
thought he might yet accomplish 
something ia Reno.

turous Career. 

Jehan McGinley was born September the 
20h, 1826, near Omag,in the county ef Ty- 
rone, Ireland. In 1832, when but a child of 
six years of age he left home, baretoot, 
and with three pence in his pocket, and made 
hie way on foot and alone a distance of over 
one handred miles to Dublin, the great city of 
Ireland. tills parents were reduced te indi. 
geat circumstances, a» many of the Irish peo- 
ple were, by the failare ot crops, and to return 
home was but folly. Even at that infant age 
be conceived the idea of acting the part of a 
peddier. and with his small commodities on 
his back he traveled threugh the interier of 
Ireland, and sold ters, etc,, and soon accumu- 
lated means enough te enable him to visit 
some relatives in Glascow, Scotland, where 
he remaived until 1836, when he again engag- 
edin his new enterprise, and traveled over 
BRnogland, France, Spain, and Portugal ;* visit- 
iug Loadon, Paris, and Lisbon. After having 
finished his 


LONG AND LABOBIOUS TRAVELS, 


he retarned te Liverpeol, and in 1837 he ap- 
prenticed himself toan Eoglish man-of- war. 
liere his greatness depended upon his inex- 
haustible activity. Hehad the energy of s 
dozen ordinary boys, and from his infancy 
had extraerdinary powers of acquiring kuowl- 
edge. It wasen beard the man-of-war that 
young McGinley learned his first lessens in 
orthography, reading, writing and arithmetic. 
Healso learned music, dancing, and te play 
the part of an Irish comedian. The hoy 
warrior was,for atime, delighted with his new 
fleld of operations, and while the old English 
man-of-war was looking after her real estate 
aud her British subjects in a foreign land (as 
no otner mation has ever done) our yeung 
soldier had the geod fortune of visiting Tunis, 
Jerusalem, Athens, and Rome; but dfter his 
return home he became disgusted and tired of 
English military oppression, and weat en 
board an Erglish ship and sailed around the 
cape ef Good Hope irate the Indian ecean to 
the Bay of Bengal, landing at Calcatta; 
thence to Sumatria end Canten,.China, return- 
ing via. Sydney, Australia, having, perhaps, 
made the most extensive visite and scen 
more of the Uld World than any man of his 
age then living. Ambition, hewever, was too 
strong a passion in his young bosom to allew 
him to r2main satisfied with what he had seen 
of the Old Werld and he determined to see 
the New, and in 188 he shipped before the 
mastenan American clipper, and In the fall 
of the samc year he landed in the eity of New 
York, where be remained fora short time,and 
in 149 again shipped before the mast on 8 
me:chant ship, via. Cape Horn, to San Fran- 
cisco, and from there he went te E] Dorado 
county, where he was married in 1850, and 
while engaged in mining accumulated 


A SMALL FURTUNE, 


Iu 1852 he moved te Colusa,in the Sacra- 
mento valley, and built the American hotel. 
In 1855 he moved to Folsom and balit the 
Merchants hotel. In 1856 he moved te Sacra- 
mento city and builtup a magnificent home 
on the river forhis family, at a cost of over 
twenty thousand dollars, and lost:all by the 
vreat Sacramento flood in 1862. In 1842-3 he 
was landlord of the United States hotel. In 
idd4 he went through Oregon to Idahe, the 
great gold excitement, and by his inexbausti- 
ble evergy and industry, soon again was in 
possession of a large sum of money, and 
yailt the first theatre in Idahe City, at a cest 
of eightcen thousand dollars. Idahe City at 
that time contained a pepulation of over 
twenty thousand inhabitants, andin the im- 
diate vicinity of the city millions of dollars 
weretaken ouc of the rich placer mines. In 
i865 he gave three thousand dollars to the 
Catholic caunrch which was erected on his 
own ground. By this time Mr. McGinley'’s 
ability was fully appreciated, so he was en-

Heengaged most ef the noted stars on the 
Pacific coast at that time. The following are 
the names of some of the mest pepular actors 
and actreases: Julia Dean Hayne, Mr. ard 
Mrs. G. B. Waldron, Miss Leighton, Julia 
Morgara, Fanny Morgan Phelps, Billy Shep- 
perd, John S. Potter, Sue Robinson, Frank 
Cnesey and many others.

An Interesting Lecture on Temperance 
—Shall We Keg? 


The attendance Wednesday night 
was pot mvure than half as large 
as greeted Dr. McKenzie on the two 
previous evenings. After the opening 
exercises, the speaker arose and suid 
he was sorry to see such a slim atten- 
dance. He came among the people of 
Reno to assist them in getting rid of 
the dreadful curse of rum, and if the 
people did not wish him to continue 
his meetings he weuld go elsewhere, 
where he was needed and his efforts 
would be appreciated. Some people 


seem to think that to come forward 
and sign the pledge they were 
doing him an especial favor, whereas 
he was the enly ene that was not bene- 
fitted. The doctor said althovgh his 
subject was temperance, he was very 
differertt from the average temperance 
lecturer. He thought there were al- 
ready too many of that class of men 
in the field, and that they did more 
harm than good. He did not wish fo 
diseuss the subject scientifically or 
statistically, but practically. His 
method was the establishing of

for the prevention of cruelty to human 
beings. Such «club could be organ- 
ized whicly would furnish a place for 
men who have no hemes to go to spend 
the evening, and at the same time be 
self sustaining. There should be a 
lunch room, a smoking room, a read- 
ing room and a billiard room connec- 
ted with it. If any man thinks there 
is ne rn iv a bar-room he don’t know 
anything about it. And the only way 
te keep men eut of such places is to 
furnish some other attraction, estab- 
lish some place where they can go and 
meet with the same seciability they 
find in a saloon. Peeple are to be 
weaned away froin these places, oot 
driven. Rene has no place to

of John McGinley—Clese of an Anven- 
turous Career. 


| John McGinley was born September the 
, 20:h, 1826, near Omag, in the county of Ty- 
| rone, ireland. In 1832, when but a child of 
©x years of age he left home, baretoot, 
und ®ith three pence in his pocket, and made 
his way on foot and alone a distance of over 
one handred miles to Dublin, the great city of 
Ireland. tlls parents were reduced te indi. 
gent circumstances, a» many of the Irish peo- 


The up- | ple were, by the failare ot crops, and to return 


home was but folly. Even at that infant age 
be conceived the idea of acting the part of a 
peddier. and with his small commodities on 
hie back he traveled threugh the interier of 
Ireland, and sold tevs, etc,, and soon accuma- 
lated means enough to enable him to visit 
some relatives in Glascow, Scotland, where 


he remaived until 1836, when he again engag- 
ed in_hise new enterprise,and traveled over 
BKogland, France, Spain, and Portugal ;* visit- 
iug London, Paris, and Lisbon. After having 
finished his 


LONG AND LABOBIOUS TRAVELS, 


he returned te Liverpeol, and in 1837 he ap- 
prenticed himself toan English man-of-war. 
liere his greatness depended upon his inex- 
haustible activity. Hehad the energy of s 
dozen ordinary boys, and from his infancy 
had extraerdinary powers of acquiring know!l- 
edge. It wasen beard the man-of-war that 
young McGinley learmed his frst lessens in 
orthography, reading,writing and arithmetic. 
Healeo learned music, dancing, and te play 
the part of an Irish comedian. The hoy 
warrior was,for atime, delighted with his new 
field of operations, and while the old English 
man-of-war was looking after her real estate 
and her British subjects in a foreign land (as 
no otner mation has ever done) our yeung 
soldier had the geod fortune of visiting Tunis, 
Jerusalem, Athens, and Rome; buat dfter his 
return home he became disgusted and tired of 
English military oppression, amd went en 
_ board an English ship and sailed around the 
cape ef Geod Hope inte the Indian ecean to 
the Bay of Bengal, landing at Calcatta; 
thence tu Sumatria end Canten,.China, return- 
ing via. Sydney, Australia, having, perhaps, 
made the most extensive visits and sees 
more of the vid World than any man of his 
age then living. Ambition, hewever, was toe 
strong a passion in his young bosom to allew 
him to romain satisfied with what be hed seen 
of the Old Werldand he détermined to see 
the New, and in 18 he shipped before the 
mastenan American clipper, and tm the fall 
of the samc year he landed in the eity of New 
York, where he remained for a short time,and 
in 149 again shipped before the mast on 8 
me:chant ship, via. Cape Horn, to San Fran- 
cisco, and from there he went te El Dorado 
county, where he was married in 1850, and 
while engaged in mining accumulated 


A SMALL FORTUNE, 


Iu 1852 he moved te Colusa,in the Sacra- 
mento valley, and built the American hotel. 
In 1855 he moved te Folsom and balit the 
Merchants hotel. In 1856 he moved te Sacra- 
mento city and builtup a magnificent home 
on the river for his family, at a cost of over 
i(Wwenty thousand dollars, and lost«all by the 
great Sacramento flood in 1862. In 1842-3 he 
was landlord of the United States hotel. In 
idi4 he went through Oregon te Idahe, the 
creat gold excitement, and by hia inexhausti- 
ble evergy and industry, soon again was in 
possession of a large sum of money, and 
yaill the firet theatre in Idahe City, at a cest 
of eightcen thousand dollars. Idahe City at 
that time coutained a pepulation of over 
-wenty thousand inhabitants, andin the im- 
mediate vicinity of the city millions of dollars 
weretaken ouc of the rich placer mines. In 
i865 he gave three thousand dollars to the 
Catholic cunrch which was erected on bis 
own ground. By this time Mr. McGinley's 
ability was fally appreciated, eo he was en- 
gaged as

He engaged moat of the noted stars on the 
Pacific coast at that time. The fullowing are 
the names of some of the most pepular actors 
and actresses: Julia Dean Hayne, Mr. ard 
Mrs. G. B. Waldron, Miss Leighton, Julia 
Morgar, Fanny Morgan Phelps, Billy Shep- 
perd, John 8.

iteelf. He was the founder and owner of 
more theatres than any other maa on the Pa- 
cific coast. ifmotin America. was owner of 
two hotele and a fine residen«+ taat cost him 
not lees than two hundred thousand dollars. 
Altheuzh he possessed an iren energy, his mis- 
fortunes #0 depressed him in the last few 
years of his life. as to make humanity give 
way attimes.and he tadulged too freely in 
tve intoxicating bowl.
